HE Patent under which they pretend to Claim, is granted t9 
Edmund VWindas, Gent. on his Petition, That he with great La- 
bour and Expence had obtain'd a Diſcovery of a new Experi- 
ment, for the great and durable Encreafe of Light, by extraordi- 
naryGlaſſes and Lamps ; veryuſeful for the great Improvement of 

Ship-Lanthorns, Light-houſes : diſperſing of Light in Mines, and other neceſ- 

fary and like profitable Uſes which require Light and Heat : And therefore 

craves a Patent for 14/Years : Which is accordingly granted. | | 

In which Patent, are theſe Clauſes : That if the Invention thereby granted 
be not a new Invention : Or if #mdus be not the firlt Inventor : Then che 
Patent to be void. 

That this Patent is void in Law, is moſt evident : For theſe preſent Pro- 
prietors have ſuggeſted in Chancery, That the Patent was granted to Windus in 
truſt for one Samuel Hutchinſon: (as in truth it was.) And in truth theſe Glaſſes 
uſed by Hutchinſon, and now by the Proprietors, are not a new Invention : Such 
Glaſſes for Light having been uſed in Lanthorns, above Twenty Years ſince; 
& will be fully proved if required. And to convince the World that this Patent is 
void, ſeveral Tin-men ſet up the Proprietors own Lights againſt them, with- 
out any Variation. And the Proprietors brought A&tions againſt them on their 
Parent. To which the 'Tin-men appeared and pleaded : And the Proprietors 
durſt not proceed in their Suit. 

And the Perſons who now oppoſe the Proprietors, will preſently try with 
them the Validity of the Patent, whether Bob's | in Law, or not. And have pi- 
ven the Proprietors a fair Opportunity ſo todo, by having now ſet up a new 
and better Light of Convex-Glaſs in the City of London. | 
| That the Proprietors knowing the Invalidity of their Patent to ſupport their 
Pretence to the Convex-Lights : (Of which they have not a Word in their Pa- 
tent :) Have in the Bill inſerted a Clauſe to exclude all others from uſing Con- 
vex-Glaſſes. And if any body do uſe them, on Oath made thereof before a 
Juſtice of the Peace, that he ſhall grant his Warrant to have them taken down 
and delivered to the Proprietors. | 
Which is deſtructive and prejudicial to the Publick, tending to diſcourage 
Ingenuity and Invention for the publick Good : (No great or publick Light be- 
ing to be made but by Convex-Glaſles:) There being a much better Light for 
the Publick now Invented. 

So itis alſo, eſtabliſhing a Monopoly of a pretended new Invention of Con- 
vex-Lights : Which was many Years in Uſe before the Patent : 

And executing by A&of Parliament a Patent void in Law, and which can- 
hot by any means in Law be ſupported. | | TOE” 

The which was never done in any time before : It having been the Wiſdom 
of all Parliaments rather to condemn Monopolies, than eſtabliſh them. 

And whereas it is pretended, That the Proprietors have been at great Charge 
about the ſaid Lights, they have had about Nine Years already, and may 
have upon their | wu (if good) five Years more. But if naught, it is con- 
ceived they ought to have no Countenance. |
